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THE HUMAN BOMB 


Soviet Jewish Pilot’s 
Vengeance 


A Soviet Jewish pilot, Shloime Feinman, leader 
of the fighter escort when a German airficld was 
bombed, successfully beat off an attack by forty 
enemy fighters He then noticed a fresh German 
squadron about to take off in pursuit and deliber- 
ately crashed his ‘plane among their machines. The 
resultant explosion blew up hangars and aeroplanes 
and caused heavy casualties. The Soviet squadron 
was able safely to return to its base. A fellow- 
Jewish pilot, Muni Feldenkreis, who reported the 
incident, related that Feinman’s parents had been 
killed and his wife violated by Nazis. His heroic 
deed was an act of vengeance, 

Senior Sergeant Alexander Nachmanson, a pre- 
war university student and a well-known sportsman, 
gave his life in order to save his unit, which was 
surrounded by a superior enemy force. Although 
he was wounded in action, he continued to fight and 
finally he deliberately exploded a mine which des- 
troyed himself and a large part of the enemy force, 
and opened a way for his unit to rejoin the main 
Russian force. 


Nurse’s Heroism in Front Line 


The Soviet Government has awarded the Order 
of the Red Star to Nurse Sima Grabovsky, who 
volunteered to serve in the front line and who per- 
formed her duties with exceptional bravery. In one 
battle, under a hail of fire, she succeeded in carry- 
ing away from the ficld, one by one, a wounded 
lieutenant and 30 wounded soldiers. 

Among the new generals created by the Soviet 
Government is Moisei Levin. He becomes an 
engineer-general in the air force. 


THE ROAD FROM WYSZKOW 
Nazis Shoot Expelled Jews 


An underground Polish paper (published and 
printed, as are a good many other Polish under- 
ground papers, in a ghetto) which reached London 
recently, contained the following description of the 
expulsion of the Jews from Wyszkow, not far from 
Warsaw. The description comes from a Polish eye- 
Wilhcss. 

* | was travelling from Radzymin in the direction 
of Wyszkow. Several miles from Radzymin, I 
heard shots and saw a crowd of people driven along 
like cattle. In front were a number of peasant 
carts, on which were some Jewish women and 
children. Behind the carts were several hundred 
Jews, terror-stricken, running from one side of the 
road to the other, and being whipped, pushed, 
Kicked, and beaten by German guards, who ran 
after them like mad dogs after a flock of frightened 
Sheep. Other Germans were on motor-cycles and 
were armed with revolvers. I heard a shot fired, 
followed by cries and curses from the German 

uards. On the road was a dead Jew. A little 
urther along, more dead Jews lay on the road, 
killed by the German guards. Further still, I saw 
a heap of about 20, dead Jews, who had been shot 
by the Germans and left on the road. And so on, 
all the way to Wyszkow. I later heard that about 
600 Jews had left Wyszkow that day, but not more 
than 200 reached Radzymin.”’ 


MARTYRDOM OF RABBI 
ZIRELSON 


Beheaded by Rumanian Fascists 


News reached the United Jewish Committee this 
week of the martyrdom of Rabbi Zirelson, Chief 
Rabbj of Bessarabia and a former Senator of the 
Rumanian Parliament. 

nformation reached refugees in Saratov that 
Rabbi Zirelson was seized, while in his home study- 
ing, by a band of Rumanian Fascists who broke 
into his house in Kishineff and dragged him away 
under a guard to the place of execution. There the 
aged Rabbi's head was chopped off. The head lay 
aout at the foot of the block for days after the 
execution. 

The complaint of his murderers was that when 
the Russian forces occupied Bessarabia in 1939, 
Rabbi Zirelson stood at his post instead of follow- 
ben Rumanian officials into Rumania. 

abbi Zirelson, who had a world-wide pagmetios 
for Piety and learning, was a prominent figure. in 
€ Agudah movement. He visited this country in 


recent years in connection with the Appeal of the 
ederation of Jewish Relief Organisations for 
rabian Jewry.

JEWS MUST FIGHT 
AS JEWS 


A Challenge to Every 
Jew 


By the REV. DR. JAMES PARKES 


Among the many tragedies besetting the Jewish 
people to-day, none is more important in the 
political field than their entire failure to win accept- 
ance as one of the peoples openly engaged in the 
comflict with Hitlerism. Hitler is the only combatant 
who accords them that recognition. Some would 
say that this fact in itself was enough to make the 
United Nations refuse it, but, though we do not 
accept Hitler's estimate of the Jews, it is absurd to 
press a logical argument as far as that. As well say 
that we refuse to recognise there is a war on because 
Hitler started it. 

There is, however, one important point. No one 

who desires to accept the Jews as a nation involved 
in the conflict does so on the Hitlerian basis that 
Jews cannot be accepted as citizens of non-Jewish 
societies. Now this implies more than might at 
first appear. The right to assimilation and to abso- 
lute political equality in non-Jewish societies has 
become a right which the most nationalist-minded 
Jew must regard as infinitely precious, for the 
proved good citizenship of Jews is an essential pillar 
of the fabric of Jewry’s answer to Hitler. 
' The reverse is equally true. The worthiness of 
Jews as Jews, of the Jews as a people and not as 
small selected grcups, has become a point on which 
the most assimilated Jew who retains any sell- 
respect whatever must insist with all his vigour. 

In the ideological ficld it may be said that these 
dual claims have been met by the United Nations. 
Jews are freely accepted as Jews, and, in so far as 
emigré governments may be considered important, 
they have all accepted the principle of equal citizen- 
ship after the war. But the ideological acceptance 
is almost sterile so long as it is not implemented in 
the political field, where Jews have two obvious 
needs and rights. 

In the first place, Hitler has attacked Jews as Jews, 
and all Jews, wherever they may be, are actually 
involved in the conflict with him. This is no 
academic point, for it must be remembered that in 
all the countries still neutral the abominable poison

NATHAN LASKI APPEAL 
Lord Derby’s Tribute 


Lord Derby, patron of the Nathan Laski 
Memorial Appeal Fund, handed to Alderman Mrs. 
Sarah Laski, at a gathering at the Town Hall, Man- 
chester, a presentation volume containing the names 
of all the subscribers to the £50,000 Appeal Fund, 
as well as a copy of the Deed establishing the 
Nathan Laski Charitable Trust. The objects of the 
Appeal Fund, it will be remembered, are to erect an 
extension to the Victoria Memorial Jewish Hospital, 
endow a Lectureship at the Manchester University, 
and aid the post-war reconstruction of Jewish 
educational and communal institutions in Man- 
chester. 

“We can all profit by the example and inspira- 
tion of Nathan Laski's life,” said Lord Derby. He 
believed that Mrs. Laski would find pride, happiness, 
and comfort in looking through that volume, in 
which were inscribed the names of so many friends. 


The Lord Mayor of Manchester (Alderman 
Wright Robinson), who presided, said that the 
Laski Fund had been the most successful fund 


during his year of office, having only been launched 
in January. He put its success down to the name 
of the man with whom the fund was associated. 

Mr. T. H. Hewlett, M-P., Joint Treasurer of the 
fund, said that there had been over 1,200 subscribers, 
of sums ranging from Is. to £1,000. 

After Alderman Mrs. Laski had voiced her gratr 
tude to Lord Derby, to the Lord Mayor, and to the 
subscribers to the fund, Mr. Neville J. Laski, K.C.., 
referred to a letter of condolence which his mother 
had received from Mr. Winston Churchill in which 
he wrote, “ My memories of Manchester and

his father’s efforts to promote understanding 
between Jews and non-Jews.

JEWISH ARMY 


Anglo-American Committee 
Luncheon 


(COMMUNICATED] 


The Anglo-American Committee. for a Jewish 
Army held an inaugural luncheon of the British 
Section at the Ritz Hotel on Monday. 

Among those present were Mr. Vernon Barilett, M.P. (who 
presided). Sir Maurice Bonham-Cartcr, Dr. W. R. Bisschop, 
Mr. Alfred Edwards, M.P.. Mr. Charics Emmott, M_P., the 
Hon. Mrs. Fitzpatrick, Bria —Cienecral W. H. Gribbon, Sir 
Patrick Hannon, M.P.. Captain J. Helpern, Mr. E. H. 
Kecling. M.P.. Commander O. Locker-Lampson, M.P., Mr. 
James Malcolm, Mr. S. Landman, Mr. Cyril Ross, Mr. Ivor 
Thomas, M.P., Dr., Redcliffe Salaman, F.R.S.. Mr. Horace 
B. Samuel, and Mr. atid Mrs. Tom Wintringham. 

The Chairman introduced the speakers, and after 
expressing his own support of the Anglo-American 
Committee’s object, said. he was pleased that an 
opportunity: was being given for more and more 
people to learn about and support the Jewish Army 
project. 

The Hon. Mrs. Fitzpatrick, reporting on the 
growth and progress of the movement for a Jewish 
Army, recalled that when the American Committee 
first started to work, before America entered the 
war, it was subjected to bitter attacks by lsolationists 
and anti-British elements who accused the Com- 
mittee of conspiring to drag the United States into 
the war. Since then it had gained the support of 
leaders in all branches of public life in the United 
States, over 70 Congressmen and Senators being 
actual members of the Committee. 


Only Cure for World Anti-Semitism 


Captain Helpern dealt with the Jewish aspect of 
the Army project. The world, he declared, had up 
to now only one mental picture of the Jew, and 
that was an odious caricature embracing all the 
vilest qualities. This false and repulsive picture of 


the Jew in the Gentile mind was applied to all. 


Jews whether they regarded themselves only as 
Jewish by religion or whether, like himself, they 
thought of themselves simply as Jews, just as Eng- 
lishmen considered themselves English. This dis- 
torted and calumnious picture of the Jew was the 
easy product of years of persistent and unscrupulous 
propaganda, which sought out or invented and then 
magnified every undesirable feature or action of any 
Jew and proceeded to paint every Jew as possessing 
all these features, while at the same time systemati- 
cally concealing everything of Jewry’s magnificent 
contribution to civilisation. Even concerning the 
Jews’ contributions in national military service in the 
last war and in this, the peoples of the world were 
abysmally ignorant. “ The blood of the Jews and 
their brave deeds’ are still going to the credit of 
other nations,’ declared Captain Helpern. Hatred 
of the Jew was the common bond which linked the 
Nazis and their fifth-columns in all countries. To 
counter this and to correct the slanderously false 
picture of the Jew on which it was based they must 
replace that picture by a true picture. This in- 
volved the recognition of the Jews during this war as 
a fighting ally and after the war as an equal partner. 
“ Give us a couple of Jewish air squadrons over 
Berlin, a few Jewish Commandos in the Near East, 
and a Jewish Army on any battlefield, and allow us 
to use the Allied propaganda apparatus, and in a 
very short time you will make Jews one of the 
most popular of the democratic peoples.” * 

Dr Redcliffe Salaman claimed to be competent 


to speak for a Jewish Army since his grandfatfer- 


had been a sailor under Nelson and he himself had 
been the first Enelish Jew in the Jewish Regiment 
in the last war. He paid high tribute to the quality 
of the Jewish soldier from his own experience and 
especially to the Palestinian Jewish troops who, he 
declared, were equivalent to the best British Guards 
regiments. 

Mr. Samuel Landman read a number of messages, 
including telegrams of good wishes from Mr. Peter 
Bergson (National Director of the American Jewish 
Army Committee). Congressmen George Grant and 
Andrew Somers, M.C., and Senator Lodge. 


“HANDS OFF THE JEWS!” 
Greeks Foil Deportation Plan 


When the Germans in Salonika ordered all male 
Jews between the ages of 17 and 45 to register as 
a preliminary to deportation to Poland, the Greek 
Orthodox Church protested vehemently, and de- 
clared that there would be a general uprising of the 
population if the anti-Jewish threats were not 
revoked. The Germans were accordingly com- 
pelled to abandon their scheme, at any rate for the 
time being. This climb-down (details of which 

ere revealed by M. Canellopoulos, the Greek 
Minister of Defence, who has just reached London 
from the Middle East) has greatly encouraged the 
Greek underground movement. 


THE NORDAU PLAN 


Ben Gurion’s Demand 


A special conference of the Palestine Jewish 
Labour Party (Mapai) was held this week in Kfar 
Vitkin, with an attendance of 401 delegates. It was 
convened at the request of the moderate elements 
within the Party, who for some time have becn 
making strenuous efforts to bridge the gulf between 
the opposition groups and the Party leadership. 

A far-reaching programme for developing the 
Jewish National Home in Palestine after the war 
through the mass colonisation of uprooted Jews 
from Europe was outlined by Mr. David Ben 
Gurion, President of the Jewish Agency Executive, 
reports the J.T.A. 

He demanded that Nordau'’s famous plan for the 
immediate transfer of hundreds of thousands of 
Jews to Palestine should be carried out after the 
conclusion of the war, and at the same time schemes 
of population transfer, similar to the one put into 
operation by the League of Nations with regard to 
Greece and Turkey after the last war, should be 
adopted in order to save the masses of European 
Jewry who have lost the basis of their existence 
through Nazi policy and war. 

Both these plans, Mr. Ben Gurion emphasised, 
were dependent on the establishment of a regime 
giving the Jews full control of immigration into 
Palestine and the power to execute the schemes 
without interferenee from outside. 


Peace Talk and the Arabs 


Lashing out at the Ichud propaganda, he spoke 
derisively of those preaching to the Jews the 
necessity of keeping peace with the Arabs “ It is,” 
he said, “as if we ever refused to live in peace 
with our neighbours. Let the peace-<eckers per- 
suade the Arabs of the necessity of peace; as far 
as we are concerned, we are already persuaded.” 

A day’s sessions were taken up entirely by a 
debate on organisational proposals made by Mr. 
Eliahu Golomb. The debate centred round the 
differences between the extremist section and the 
moderates, The former refused to participate in 
the discussions as long as nine of their members who 
were recently expelled by a decision of the Party 
Court under a charge of breach of discipline were 
not readmitted. The Conference adopted a pro- 
posal to refer this matter to the Permanent 
Committee,

CHEESE SOUP 


Cooking time: 20 mins. 
Ingredients: 1} oz. mar- 
garine, 2 tablespoonfuls flour, 
2 tablespoonfuls chopped 
onion or leck if passible, 2 
cups water, 2 cups houschold 
milk, 1 cup grated cheesc, 
2 tablespoonfuls chopped pars- 
ley, saltand pepper. Method:

ead. 
P cecondly, the feeling of Jews that they want to 
fight as Jews is a periectly right and proper one. It 
involves no possible disloyalty or rejection of 
citizenship. It does not mean that Jews want to 
leave the British or American Armies. But it does 
mean that it is absolutely reasonable even for Jews 
in the British and American Armies to want to see 
somewhere on the battlefront Jews fighting as Jews, 
with whom they may feel a solidarity, and in whose 
exploits they may feel a pride. Nor is it merely a 
question of Jews who are already fighting. Jews 
who arc suffering are also entitled to know that 
Jews are wearing a a which distinguishes them 
as Jews voluntarily, while they themselves are doing 
go compulsorily. erhaps the same yellow badge 
would be the proudest symbol such fighting Jews 
might wear. 

But from the standpoint of both, the existence of 
a Jewish Army ts a right which should not be 
éenied— not 


war, a reply which falls short of openly taking part 
ja the war is an inadequate reply. 

The final decision on the matter does not rest in 
Jewish hands. But many responsibilities do lie 
entirely with them, and the greatest of these is the 
framing of the proposal in terms which transcend 
all present Jewish divisions, and which embrace all 
shades of Jewish opinion. 

This is not a Zionist question. It mtist be inde- 
em of the battle with the British for rights in 
alestinec, or the conflict—always regrettable— 
between the nationalist and assimilationist. The 
British people by no means all support the present 
Government. Some of them do not even support 
the present Prime Minister. But those facts are 
entirely irrelevant to the basic fact that we are a 
vnited nation. We remain united even when we 
disagree quite fundamentally with important aspects 
of government policy, and the unity is a real one, 


because we are moved by a common purpose, - 


because we are concerned with results, not methods, 
and because we are perfectly willing to postpone our 
differences until we can deal with them. Even our 
oppositions lie within the framework of oug 
common purpose. : 

Until Jewry expresses the same unity the Jewish 
demand can always be rejected—on the humiliating 
basis of Jewish opposition to it. British unity is 
based on the double compulsion of being engaged 
in a IHe-and-death struggle, and of being responsible 
executively for our actions. Jewry shares the first 
compulsion for it also, or even more, is fighting for 
its life. No nation, however, has yet achieved 
voluntarily, and while not in control of its own 
destinies, the unity which executive responsibility 
brings of itself. But the main task of present-day 
. Jewish leadership is surely to strive to achieve this 
Onity. 

An event may be without precedent without being 
impossible. And if what I have said above of the 
implications of Hitlerism on both assimilationist 
and nationalist and on all parties within nationalists, 
is truc, then a new unity should not be impossible. 
The situation imperatively demands it. The facts 
make it possible and reasonable. 

If the ultimate decision on the acceptance of the 
Jews as one of the peoples involved in the struggle 
with Hitlerism is unfavourable because it never had 
the support of all sections of Jewry, the fault will 
lie with Jewish leaders alone. If a demand unani- 
mously submitted is then rejected, the fault will lie 
wholly with the controllers of the United Nations.

DEPUTIES AND T.A.C. 


Official Summary of Discussions 
and Decisions 
Below is the official statement on the discussions 


between the officers of the Deputies and the T.A.C. 
held recently : 


Following the gcncral meeting of the T.A.C. at Leeds on 
July 22, conversations and discussions have been proceeding 
between the representatives of the T.A.C. and the Board 
of Deputies and the Officers of the Defence Commitice. 
The following is a summary of these discussions and the 
decisions arrived at. 

A mecting of the Hon. Officers of the Board of Deputies 
was held on July 27, after which the following statement 
appeared in the Jewish press of August 7: 

“ The Officers of the Board of Deputies and the Defence 
Commitice have been in communication with the Executive 
Committee of the T.A.C. in connection with the publicity of 
the annual mecting of the T.A.C. at Leeds on July 22 last. 
They have been informed by the Exccwtive Commitice of 
the T.A.C. that the communication to the press of the 
speech on egencral policy. made on behalf of the Exccutive 
Committee, was without the knowledge or authority of the 
speaker and of the Executive Committee of the T.A.C. 
This clearly reveals a_ serious internal weakness in the 
Council's organisation. 

“In order to obviate the recurrence of such action, it is 
essential that. in addition to other necessary measures. there 
should be closer liaison between the Board and the T.A.C., 
and it is vital to the well-being of the Community and also 
of the administration of the T.A.C. that, in pursuance of 
this object. no publicity should in future be issued by the 
T.A.C. without previous consultation with and agreement of 
the Officers of the Board 

“ Whilst the Board has always recognised the importance 
of exposing cvil-docrs, whether they be Jews of not, con- 
suhation with the Board should preclude gencralisations 
which are clearly unfair and misicading and are calculated 
to create entirely false impressions 

“ Accordingly. the scheme sect out below has been pro- 
posed by the Officers of the Board and adopted by the 
Defence Committce of the Board and the Exccutive Com- 
mittee of the TAC.” 

1. That no publicity of any kind shall be undertaken 
without the full detailed knowledge and consent of the Press 
Officer of the Board. 

2. That if the Press Officer’s opinion is against any particu- 
lar kind of publicity, it shall not be carned out without 
discussion between the representatives of the TAC. and 
the Officers of the Board 

3. That if. finally, the Officers of the Board obicct to any 
particular publicity, that publicity shall not be carried out 

This refers to publicity of every kind in the press and in 
pubbhcations. 

It is proposed to continue discussions with a view to cstab- 
lishing a satisfactory basis of work between the Board and 
the T A.C. in all respects. 

The above scheme was adopted by the T.AC. at a mect- 
ing held on July 29. and by the Defence Commitice at a 
mectinge held on July 

A mecting of the Exccutive of the T.A.C. was held on 
Aueust 14. which was attended by provincial representatiy cs 
and by representatives of the Board of Deputics. At this 
meeting the following resolutions were adopted 

1. That this mecting of the T.A.C. National Exccutive 
confirms its: whole-hearted adherence to the revised basis of 
future co-operation on publicity matters agreed at a previous 
mecting of the National Executive, and recommends the 
Administrative Council! of the T.A.C. to approve accordingly 

The 1 AC. suggested that a Central Publicity Commiutice 
be set up hw the Board of Deputies on which the T.A.C 
shall have adequate representation, and the TAC. shall 
clect or appoint a sub-<commitice on publicity which will 
submit press and printed publicity to the Central Commiutice 

?. That the National Exccutive recommends to the 
Adminis'rativc Council that the Board of Deputies be 
informe ' subiect to representation of the TAC. on 
the Board's Pub vy Committec. this body should dissolve 
its Editorial Board. tut the T.A.C. shall form a sub- 
committee for the purpose of formulating 1.A.C. publicity 

3. That this Executive expresses its willingness to mect 
representatives of that Board to remove any differences 
which exist. and to restore that mutual confidence which we 
all desire. 

4. That this National Executive agrees that, in order to 
allay the anxicty created by the recent incident, reorganisa- 
tion of the National Executive shal! take place In the 
reorganisation larger representation shall be given to the 
Board of Deputies. and every Area Council shall be ade- 
quately represented by its Chairman and other nominces, 
havine regard to the total membership of the particular areca. 

These resolutions were approved at a mecting of the 
Administrative Council of the T.A.C.. held on August 20 
In accordance with resolution 3, representatives of the Board 
of Deputies and of the T.A.C. met on Monday. Septem- 
ber 28 At this meeting. the following decisions were 
reached 

A. That the delegation accepts whole-heartedly on behalf 
of the T.A.C. the resolutions on publicity which have been 
agreed to at the Special Administrative Council Meeting. 

B. That the objects of the T.A.C. as laid down in Clause 3 
of the Constitution shall be strictly adhered to, and in accord- 
ance with that Clause it be reaffirmed that in the sphere of 
general policy the T.A.C. accepts the supervision and juris- 
diction of the Board of Deputies 

C. That the constitution of the 
chaneed without the 
Deputies and the T.A.C 

D. That a new National Executive be created of 26 
members. composed of the Chairman. six representatives 
from the Board of Deputies. 10 representatives of the London 
Area Council, 4 representatives of the Manchester Arca 
Council, 2? representatives from Glasgow, 2 from Leeds. 
and 1 from Leicester—this representation of geographical 
areas be subiect to adjustment every six months, in accord- 
ance with the respective memberships of the Area Councils 

A second mecting was held on October |, at which the 
following resolution was agreed: 

E. That the existing Administrative Council become the 
London Administrative Council and that only elected repre- 
sentatives of trade sections be climble as members—that a 
National Administrative Council be set up consisting of 
persons elected by the Arca Councils. in accordance with 
their -membershins. together with the 26 members of the 
National Executive 

Further. the T.A.C. asked for its representation on the 
Defence Committee to be increased from two to four, 

It was agreed that as the constitution of the Defence 
Committee was under review, this question of increased 
representation be left to the sympathetic consideration of 
those who were considering the matter 

It was further agreed that the appeal for funds should go 
forward on the present basis, but in order that the provisions 
of the previous agreement in this connection should be 
carried out, the T.A.C. would each year submit a budect of 
experfditure for consideration by both partics 

It was further agreed that all decisions arrived at could 
not be ratified until passed by the Board of Deputies at its 
next meeting. 

As the T.A.C. have undertaken not to make any public 
Statement or to enter into any publicity without first con- 
sulting the Board of Deputics. the Officers of the Board 
would not issue any statements in corinection with the 
T.A.C. without communicating with the Council. 

Tt was also laid down that mectings of the T.A.C. should, 
in future, be so timed as to suit the convenience of the 
majority of members both of the T.A.C. and of the Board's 
representatives, and, furthermore. that the agenda and 
minutes of all such meetings should be circulated. 

It was unanimously agreed that any decisions arrived at 
between the T.A.C. and the Board should be loyally con- 
veyed to members of the T.A.C., and every effort made to 
put such decisions into effect.

TEACHERS’ STRIKE THREAT 


Claim for Cost-of-Living 
Bonuses 


Our Jerusalem correspondent cables: 

_ Fresh difficulties within the Vaad Leumi educa- 
tional system are apprehended in the near future 
as a result of the demand made by the Jewish 
Teachers’ Federation that its members be granted 
the same rate of cost-of-living allowances as the 
Tel-Aviv Municipality intends giving its staff. The 
Federation gives the warning that unless its demand 
is met before November | its members will strike 
on that day. 

The Vaad Leumi Executive are doing their utmost 
to bring about @ rational solution, but the authori- 
ties, it 1s stated, are unable to agree to the further 
imcreases, since in the aggregate the present allow- 
ances paid amount to £20,000, of which the 
Government provides half, whereas the increase 
would mean £40,000, to which the Government is 
unwilling to contribute the same proportion. 

Another difficulty which is exacerbating the rela- 
tions between the Government and the Jewish 
teachers is the former's insistence on an addi- 
tional hour of English in both the fifth and sixth 
standards of the elementary schools, which the 
teachers resent as an unwarrantable interference 
with the Yishuv’s educational autonomy.

REGULATION OF WAGE 
INCREASES 


Workers’ Objections to Method 


Palestine workers, reports the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency, have refused to accept a new regulation 
issued by the Palestine Government by which 
increases of wages are made dependent on the 
approval of the War Supply Board. The Histadrut 
issued a sharp protest against the regulation. 

Apparently in an atiempt to force the issue, 
workers in several enterprises which are rot 
connected with the war effort started strikes, 
demanding an increase in wages. A meeting of the 
Central Committee of the General Federation of 
Jewish Labour was called to consider the situation. 

According to a report in Haaretz, the Palestine 
Government has promised to take up the. problem 
of strikes in the present circumstances. 


RELIEVING SKILLED LABOUR 
SHORTAGE 


A grant of £50,000 has been made by the Palestine 
Government to various technical schools. The grant 
is intended to help towards relieving the acute 
shortage of skilled workers by increasing and speed- 
ing up technical training. 


GATHERING THE VOTES 
Parties Discuss the Policy 


The World Mizrachi Executive Committee, at an 
extraordinary session last week, and the Palestine 
branch of the World Confederation of Gencral 
Zionists (Group A), at a conference, reports the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency, both unanimously 
approved the draft resolution submitted to the 
Small Actions Committee by Mr. David Ben 
Gurion, endorsing the policy for the establishment 
of a Jewish Commonwealth in Palestine and the 
right of free immigration proclaimed by the Extra- 
ordinary American Zionist Conference held in New 
York last May. 

The resolution has already been adopted by the 
Palestine members of the Jewish Agency Executive, 
and it is to be voted on by the Small Actions Com- 
mittee, probably next week. 

Addressing the Mizrachi Executive, Mr. Ben 
Gurion developed his political programme, urging 
& post-war regime in Palestine which would make 
it possible to transfer to Palestine immediately after 
the conclusion of the war all Jews from Europe who 
were willing to settle in the Jewish Homeland. 

Certain conditions, he added, were, however, 
necessary for the arrival of the future builders of the 


land, and first of all it was imperative to create such- 


political conditions as would enable Jews to enter 
their country freely. “ The task entrusted to those 
responsible for the carrying out of the Mandate,” 
Mr. Ben Gurion said, “* must be transferred to us. 
We can carry out that task. We have proved our 
ability and efficiency.” 


POINTS SYSTEM FOR RESTRICTED 
COMMODITIES 


In view of limited supplies of certain commodi- 
tics, a points system is to be introduced in Palestine 
as from November 1. 

Mr. Geoffrey Walsh, Food Controller of the 
Palestine Government, explained that the new 
scheme 1s necessary “ to secure the equitable distri- 
bution of restricted commodities by limiting pur- 
chases so as to leave on the market a fair share for 
the poorer section of the population.” 

“ Utility ” clothing will henceforth be available 
for the Palestine population, according to another 
announcement in the Official Gazette. Articles of 
clothing will be supplied at controlled prices. 


Under a new Order issued by the Palestine 
Government, the Postmaster General has been 
empowered to strike off the list of telephone sub- 
scribers any person or class of persons when it is 
found necessary in the interest of the defence of 
Palestine, or the efficient prosecution of the war, or 
the maintenance of supplies which are important 
for the life of the community.

Zionist unity. Only when Zionists could speak 
with one united voice could they fight and win. The 
Zionist Organisation should be the centre of unity 
for all national forces, It should put into its pro- 
gramme work for all Jewish people and it should 
not limit itself to questions of Palestine only. 

Dr. I. Schwarzbart, speaking as Chairman of the 
Union of General Zionists, Group B, said that the 
Jewish State a unmistaken litical instinct 
had led it to appfeciate properly the historic value 
and function of the World Zionist Organisation and 
the significance of Zionist discipline and unity. It 
had remained within the framework of the world 
organisation in order to influence and to fight for 
the course of policy which it believed to be the right 
one. 

The Jewish horizon was not undimmed. The 
same forces that in the crucial years of 1915-17 
exercised their influence in order to cripple the 
Balfour Declaration were again coming to the fore. 
They had entirely overlooked the lesson of the last 
score of years, The more so was it imperative that 
they should close their ranks and be very much on 
their guard. Dr. Schwarzbart made a plea for unity 
within the framework of the Jewish Agency and the 
return of those who had left it. 

Mr. J. Fraenkel spoke of the political position in 
Jewry and Zionism. He said that the Jews—repre- 
sented by a “ Jewish Agency for Palestine and the 
Diaspora "’—must be recognised as a nation, like 
every other nation, fighting together with the Allies 
against Hitler. 

A number of members of the Youth organisation 
Herzlia were present. The Rev. A. Carlebach 
addressed a few words to them, blessed their move- 
ment, and consecrated their flag. Mr. O. Fischel 
spoke on the duty of youth.

Mr. S. Helfer dealt with the Oscar Deutsch 
Memorial Fund. The aims of the fund, he said, 
were to further the efforts for Zionist, or, better 
still, Jewish unity in general by publishing suitable 
literature in English in this country. It had origin- 
ally been planned to open an Oscar Deutsch Kibbutz 
in Eretz Yisrael, but owing to the fact that Oscar 
Deutsch was an industrialist, it was thought more 
appropriate to open a trade school in Eretz Yisracl. 
The budget would partly be covered by the Tel- 
Aviv municipality, and partly, it was hoped, by the 
Palestine Government. 

A list of resolutions, unanimously adoptcd, included an 
appeal for the recognition of Jewry as an Allicd Nation and 
the facilitation of the establishment of a Jewish Army: and 
the inclusion in the Allied peace aims of the rc-tstablishment 
of the Jewish State within the historical boundaries of 
Palestine, based on a Jewish majority, with internationally 
guaranteed full cquality of rights for Jews all over the world. 
The increasing internal crisis in the Zionist Organisation 
was viewed with anxicty., and rcorganisation of the Zionist 
Execcutive and its Political Departments was demanded, with 
facilitics for the return of the Revisionists. 

A further resolution expressed satisfaction at the forming 
of the Anglo-American Committee for a Jewish Army. and 
demanded the uniting with it of the Fighting Force 
Committce. 

The following were elected to the Central Committee of 
the Party: Messrs. J. Machover, M. Gorowinz. J. Fraenkel. 
M. Hager, E. Stekel, B. Steckcl, N. Trompceter. O. Fischel.

TIME TO TAKE FIRM STAND 
Labour Speaker's Exhortation 


“] do not think Jews are doing enough for 
Judaism and the Jewish cause—especially those who 
have done well and are well up in the world are 
not playing a big enough part and are not standing 
out for the rights of Jews.” So declared Mrs. 
Barbara Ayrton Gould, member of the National 
Executive of the Labour Party, at a meeting of the 
Edgware Zionist Society held on Sunday at the 
Edgware District Synagogue Hall. Mr. M. Rosetté 
presided. 

They had to remember, said Mrs. Gould, that it 
was not only under Hitler that Jews were persecuted. 
They were persecuted before this war in every 
country where there was a dictatorship, and until 
Jews, the free Jews throughout the world, took a 
firm stand and demanded a National Home and 
their own place in the sun, they would continue 
to be persecuted. The question of a Fighting Force 
for the Jews was a question of status. The Jews 
had always stood as a people, she declared, for 
fréedom, for democracy, and decency, and it was 
important therefore that they should be allowed to 
unite as a force to fight to win and to save their 
own home—Palestine.

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MR. JANNER ON DEPUTIES’ 
DEBATE 


The Highgate J.N.F. Commission held its first 
ery meeting last Sunday at 88, Archway Road, 

.19, in connection with the J.N.F. Solidarity Cam- 
paign. The Rev. B, Cherrick presided and Mr. 
Barnett Janner, Chairman of the Zionist Federa- 
tion, addressed the gathering. ; 

We had heard, said Mr. Janner, a lot about unity 
these days and of new organisations which had 
sprung up to create unity, but what was needed was 
solidarity in order to get over what we really wanted 
to solve our difficulties. Those who loudly criticised 
the old leaders and what a mess they had made 
should stop and think what the position would have 
been now if the Zionist Movement had really been 
incapable. We liked to blame our leaders, but 
when they were speaking for the Jewish Community 
and crying out for our needs, the Community was 
sitting back apathetic. That was why we could not 
now show more than we were showing, why Jewish 
Palestine’s. contribution, great though it was, was 
not as much as it might have been. 


The Freedom-of-Speech Question 


Mr. Janner dealt with the debate at last week's 
meeting of the Deputies on the question of Major 
Gluckstein’s assertion of his right to approach 
Government quarters to present a non-Zionist view- 
point. He took exception to THe Jewish 
CHRONICLE'S stand on this matter. THe Jewish 
CHRONICLE had said, asserted Mr, Janner, that they 
were destroying freedom of speech. He had tried 
to point out at the Deputies’ meeting that it was 
not a question of curbing freedom of speech. A 
person was perfectly entitled to say what he liked 
providing he made it clear that he was speaking for 
himself and no one else, otherwise he was presenting 
perhaps the truth, but not the whole truth, and it 
was calculated to mislead. A Jew to-day ought to 
be able to say that the interests of the people as a 
whole were infinitely more important than his own 
ideas and should be prepared to stand aside and 
say that a minority had no right to lead a majority.

MRS. ROOSEVELT IN EAST 
LONDON 


The warmth of East London's welcome surprised 
and delighted Mrs, Roosevelt when, with the King 
and Queen, she made a tour of blitzed areas on 
Saturday. Hundreds of small American flags 
appeared at the windows of shops and houses. Mrs. 
Roosevelt was deeply impressed by the signs of 
havoc wrought by German airmen, shown in the 
wreckage of so many humble homes, and was 
greatly interested in the large air-raid shelter that 
was inspected. 

It was at the entrance to this shelter that the 
Mayor and Civil Defence representatives met the 
visitors. The King approached the Chief Shelter 
Marshal, Mr. Barney Goldberg, and in conversa- 
tion with him recalled mecting him on his visit 
in August of last year. 

The great affection in which the First Lady of 
their land is held by American troops was shown 
by their welcome when she visited the Washington 
Club in Curzon Street. Sergeant Rabinsky took a 
a from the vase on the piano and handed it 
to ner. 

To the Editor of Aursau, the New York publi- 
cation devoted to the interests of refugees, Mrs. 
Roosevelt sent a few weeks ago a letter in the 
course of which she wrote: “ On this Jewish New 
Year, I want to send a message to the Jewish group. 
I wish them the opportunity which they desire for 
constructive service in winning the war and in 
building for a better world in the future. My best 
wishes are with them.” 

On Sunday Mrs. Roosevelt visited Fulmer Chase, 
the house which Sir Edward and Lady Baron have 
lent: for use as a maternity hospital for the wives 
of junior officers, Mrs. Roosevelt, who was accom- 
panied by Mrs. Churchill, Lady Portal, and Miss 
lL.

Question in Parliament

NAZIS’ 1942 SLOGAN 
“Reich Jew-Free by January 


The Nazi party has followed up Himmler’s pro. 
mise to Hitler to make Germany “ judenrein ” by 
the end of this year by a strong campaign in support 
+ the plan to deport all the Jews from the Third 

eich, 

Meetings and street demonstrations are being held 
daily in Berlin, at which the Nazi spokesmen urge 
immediate action against the Jews on the ground 
that “ the German people will be able to enjoy free- 
dom and be secure with their daily bread only when 
all Jews are dead.’ Loud-speakers in the sireets 
plug away at the latest'Nazi slogan: “ The German 
people demands the deportation of all Jews from 
Germany.” 

The organ of the S.S.. the Schwarze Korps, has 
published a special edition in which it is declared 
that “ there are still about 250,000 Jewish parasites 
in Berlin’ who must be deported without delay. 
The entire press echoes this theme. At a Nazi 
mecting in Weimar, Sauckel, the notorious Com- 
missioner for Labour—Europe’s slave-driver— 
assured his audience that the Government decision 
to deport:all Jews from Germany will be carried 
out during the next few months, as Himmler was 
a“ man of action ” and meant to keep his promise, 

And this is how the new Himmler campaign 
works: the Nazis have now closed down the home 
for aged people of the Nuremberg Jewish Com- 
munity, and the inmates, all of them over 70 years 
of age, have been deported to the east. 


AFTER THE GENOA RAIDS 
Jewish Property for Bombed-Out Italians 


The Italian Under-Secretary of State, Ravasio, 
one of the leading Jew-baiters in the Fascist Party, 
has announced at a press conference in Rome that 
Italy would copy the German practice of scizing 
the property of Jews for the benefit of families 
bombed-out in British  air-raids. Families in 
Genoa, Turin, and other places who have lost their 
belongings would, he said, have their losses restored 
at the expense of Jews, whose furniture and house- 
hold goods would be confiscated, 


JEWS FLEE NORWEGIAN 
QUISLINGS | 


Further anti-Jewish excesses have occurred in 
Norway following the alleged shooting by two 
young Jews of a frontier policeman who centered 
their railway compartment to examine passports. 
Together with several other Jews, they were said to 
have been travelling in a banned area close to the 
Swedish frontier. Many Jews are said to have 
attempted escape in this way. 

In Trondheim, all male Jews over 16 years of age 
(some reports Say cight years) have been imprisoned. 
Many arrests have also taken place in Oslo, where 
all Jews now fear arrest. 

The Jew, Hirsch Kommisar, who was shot during 
the recent Trondheim state of emergency, was 
definitely unconnected with the events Icading to the 
emergency, it is now revealed, having arrived in 
Trondheim from forced labour Northern 
Norway only the day before his execution. 

According to the Swiss radio, the Quisling 
Government has ordered the confiscation of all 
Jewish property. . 

The quislings have not only threatencd to close 
down all sanatoria accepting Jewish paticnts, but 
have ordered them to turn out all sick Jews now in 
their care. 


DANISH JEWS PRAY FOR THEIR 


The news of King Christian of Denmark's scrious 
accident has caused profound gricf among the 
Jewish Community. Special prayers for his speedy 
recovery were recited in Synagogues throughout the 
country, and Jews observed a day of fasting. 

It will be recalled that the King has consistently 
defied the Nazis by refusing to permit the introduc- 
tion of anti-Jewish laws, and by openly demonstra- 
ting his friendship for the Jews. Recently, the Jews 
presented him with a golden Star.of David on the 
occasion of his 72nd birthday. 


SWEDES CHALLENGE NAZI JEW- 
BAITERS 


“ Murder Must Out!” 


The Swedish newspaper ESskiILSTUNA-KURIREN 
recently commented on the Nazi war of ¢xtermina- 
tion against the Jews. The conscience of the world, 
it said, should be awakened to the indescribable 
barbarity of which Nazism is guilty. “ He who 
keeps silent in the face of the frightful things 
which are happening abandons a part of the front 
line, which the Western countries must now hold at 
all costs if their culture is not to go under, The 
responsibility rests on us all.” The poor people who 
are: now being hunted and exterminatcd by Nazism 
are our brothers, it declares, and it asks whether 
Swedish Christians are afraid to act. “ How cao 
theirs consciences be reconciled with this silence. 

This statement lends emphasis to a recent report 
that the Swedish Government (apparently as a result 
of pressure from Berlin) had confiscated an ante 
Nazi pamphlet by Professor Israel Holmgren 
entitled, ** The Nazi Hell,” in which were describe 
anti-Jewish atrocities, in various lands.

NAZI FIGHTS NAZI 
Hungarian Split on Ghetto Policy 


The adoption by the Congress of the Hungarian 
Nazi Party, the Arrow Cross, of a series of anti- 
Jewish resolutions, including demands that all Jews 
be interned in ghettoes and compelled to wear the 
Star of David, has led to a split in the Party. Of 
the delegates, 142 voted for the two extreme 
demands, 10 voted against, and 56 abstained from 
voting. This opposition stuck to its guns despite 
the angcr of the majority of the delegates, There- 
upon the majority decided to exclude the 66 delegates 
from the Party and they immediately left the 
Congress. 

The Minister of Finance has declared that the 
policy of rapidly “ Aryanising * Jewish businesses 
had resulted in a 25 per cent loss of State revenue, 

_ as the displacement of experienced Jews by inexperi- 
enced “ Aryans " had dislocated business. He also 
said that the hopes that the confiscation of Jewish 
landed property would help substantially to make 
good the losses of income suffered by the State 
Treasury had not materialised, and that other means 
would have to be found to deal with the budget 
deficit. 

A capital levy on Jews has been discussed in 
Hungarian Parliamentary circles as one of the 
possible methods. Instructions were recently given 
for the expropriation of Jewish business enterprises, 
landed estates, and farms to be completed this year. 
Landed property confiscated from Jews will be 

laced at the disposal of the Hungarian Order of 

eroes. according to the German radio. 


“ Abandon All Hope ™ 


Announcing a special property tax on Jews, ° 


Kallay, the Prime Minister, told Jews that they 
must “abandon all hope.” Kallay also said he 
proposed to solve the acute housing problem in a 
way that would “ guarantee suitable dwellings for 
Ciwistians,” and that “ other measures already

GOEBBELS’S LATEST FILM 
Starring the “ Elders of Zion” 


Goebbels has lately been encouraging the produc- 
tion of anti-Jewish films for propaganda purposes 
in Germany and Nazi-dominated countries. Three 
new anti-Jewish films, “ Shylock,” “ The Protocols 
of the Elders of Zion,” and * The Power of the 
Masons,’ have been added to the Nazi stock of Jew- 
baiting films, and the “ Shylock ” film has already 
been shown in Berlin. Versions of the films have 
been prepared in a number of European languages. 
Of course, the Nazis cannot always guarantee that 
the public showing of the films will be an unqualitied 
success. Recently, in Paris, when an anti-Jewish 
film was being shown at a Doriot Fascist meeting 
ina local cinema, a bomb was thrown and injured 
38 people, two of whom have since died in hospital. 


VICHY HAGGLES OVER CHILD 
VICTIMS 


It is reported that negotiations have been taking 
Place in Vichy between the French Government and 
the U.S. Chargé d'Affaires on the sending of 2,000 
Jewish refugee children living in France to the 
US It is stated that the French Government 
has declared itself willing to allow them to go to 
the USA. America. however, had stated that 
the transport question was not easily solved. Vichy 
circles add that the negotiations have been disturbed

LIFE IN LUBLIN GHETTO 
** Concentrated Misery ” 


The Swiss Neve Zuercner Zerrunc publishes 
(from a correspondent) the first detailed description 
of the appalling conditions in the Lublin ghetto to 
reach the outside world. 

“ Such misery and dirt as I saw in the closed 
Jewish quarter of Lublin seemed unthinkable.” said 
the correspondent. “* Walking through those streets, 
I never felt such deep pity as over the indescribable 
misery concentrated into such a small portion of 
the globe. Fifty thousand live packed together in 
a space that ought not to be occupied by more than 
10,000 to ensure reasonable standards of hygiene. 
And there soon will be 60,000 or more in the * settle- 
ment, aS the Germans call it. On some of the 
houses are quarantine notices in German stating that 
the occupants are suspected to be suffering from 
infectious diseases. Water is nowhere laid on. and 


houses with gas or electricity are few. The streets ” 


are filthy and lined with traders selling not exactly 
appetising tood. 

“ Once, as I was standing in the street,” the corre- 
spondent continued, heard a cry. I turned 
round, and at my feet | saw a small low cellar 
window from which a voice begged me not to shut 
out the light. | went into the house. In the cellar 
live a famuy of four. There was a table, a couple 
of chairs, a wooden bench, a ricky cupboard, and 
ma corner a couple of mattresses with covers. This 
gloomy, cold, damp cellar was comparatively 
luxurious in comparison with what I found one 
floor lower. The Jews told me that there were many 
houses with two floors below ground level inhabited 
by families with young children. There are people 
living im regular caves, in airless, unlighted, damp 
catacombs. It ts not surprising that in this settle- 
ment as in ali the Polish ghettoes consumption is 
raging. 

Ihe article is illustrated by photographs taken 
by the correspondent. 

The claim that the extermination policy of the 
Nazis is not directed against the Jews herded to- 
gether in the ghettoes of Poland, but against the 
“ Jewish plutocrats in London and Washington ” 
was made by Werner Schramm, leader of the Hitler 
Youth in Poland, when he visited the ghetto of 
Miawa and addressed the ghetto Council, 

A Nazi report of his visit gleefully depicts the 
miserable conditions under which the Jews in Miawa 
are expected to “ survive.” The ghetto, which ts 
divided from the rest of the town by a 300-metre- 
long plank fence. ts inhabited by 5,000 Jews, living 
in a narrow space, in small houses of decayed wood 
or half-ruined brickwork, full of holes through 
which the wind blows. There are three or four 
families in each house, 


HON. BLACKMAIL 
Japs Pounce on Jews 


According to the Japanese radio, 20 wealthy Jews 
in Japan have been fined 1,000,000 yen cach. No 
reason was given, but it was added that the entire 
sum would go to Japanese charities. 

It is reposted that Prot. Kastudshe, one o! the 
few sincere friends of the Jews in Japan, has been 
kidnapped by Nazi agents in Shanghai. The Pro- 
fessor, who is a well-known opporent of oppressive 
measures against Jews and refugees, came to 
Shanghai to investigate reports of the ill-treatment 
of Jewish refugees by the occupation authorities, 
and he drew up a memorandum to the Japanese 
Government condemning the persecution of the 
refugees and blaming the occupation authorities for 
following Gestapo directions. Thereupon the 
Professor disappeared. 

Little doubt exists in Shanghai that he has been 
seized by Nazi agents, and it is believed that he 
is being kept hidden by them so as to prevent him 
from making any representations to his Government. 

Jewish refugees who have arrived in Britain from 
Shanghai say that the oflicial .anti-Semitic policy 
launched by the Tokio Government to please their 
German allies finds little support among. the 
Japanese Army and the local Japanese authorities 
in Shanghai. When Captain Wiedemann, the former 
Consul-General in San Francisco, came to Shanghai 
on his way to Tientsin, he organised a meeting of 
the local Nazis, trying to stir up anti-Semitic feel- 
ing. He was told by the Japanese that they did not 
want a campaign started against an “ Asiatic race ”’ 
on Japanese-held territory. 


FROM MIR TO SHANGHAI 


Rabbi Semiaditzky, a delegate of the Mir Yeshiva 
which is now stranded in Shanghai, gave an inter- 
esting account to an audience of Rabbis and Agudas 
Israel representatives in North Londan recently of 
the wanderings of the Yeshiva from Poland, through 
Russian-occupied Lithuania, Siberia, and Japan 
to Shanghai. 

They found the Russian authorities most helpful 
and were permitted to hold services in the admini- 
strative offices. They spent a Sabbath in Moscow, 
where they found a truly religious community and 
saw packed Synagogues. In Shanghai they had 
financial difficulties. They prayed that they would 
soon be safe in Eretz Yisrael. 

Rabbi Abramson and Rabbi Gurewitz also 
addressed the gathering and Rabbi J. J. Horovitz 
referred to the Sanoker Rav, Rabbi Tuvia Hurwitz, 
a prominent member of the Aguda, who was recently 
murdered together with his whole family by the 
Nazis in Poland. 


A number of the refugees who recently arrived 
in Britain from Shanghai were welcomed at 
the home of the Sokolow family in London last 
week. M. Gorka (head of the Minorities Depart- 
ment of the Polish Ministry of Information), Dr. 
Schwarzbart, and Dr. Celina Sokolow greeted the 
guests,

THE T.A.C. 


AS a consequence of the blunder “ worse than a crime’ 
which was committed when an official of the Trades 
Advisory Council circulated to the press a speech highly 
defamatory of certain classes of the Anglo-Jewish Com- 
munity, negotiations have taken place between the T.A.C. 
and the Board of Deputies. These talks were protracted, 
and an official communiqué describing them and the agree- 
ments reached is printed in full on page five of this issue. 
This communiqué is long, involved, and obscure, and per- 
haps only those readers with great communal ardour will 
wade through it conscientiously and intelligently to ¢he 
end; even then they may well be unable to know precisely 
what has been agreed and what has not. One thing, 
however, stands out clearly: it is that an attempt has been 
made by the Board's representatives to impose some right 
of control over the Council, in the pious hope that this 
body. which they have previously charged with “ serious 
internal weakness,” will in future mend its ways, and that 
peace will henceforth reign. 

In these circumstances, therefore, it is imperative that 
both the Deputies and the Community should be recalled 
to the one and only real issue that has been raised, and 
which may be briefly summarised thus: Is the Board's 
authority as the only elected lay representative body 
to be preserved or not? The T.A.C. was created by the 
Deputies as a subordinate committee charged with certain 
duties in connection with eJewish businessmen. Almost 
from the outset its leaders have striven to wriggle out of

this subordinate status into one of full independence. 


Understandings between the Board and its Committee 
(unwisely dubbed a “ Council”) were flouted. Delegates 
of the Deputies were lectured on the Board's alleged incom- 
petence. Members of this parent body, and even officers 
of the Board, were treated with rudeness and insolence. 


Then came the worst manifestation of all—the infamous © 


pillorying of Jews which was sent to the press without a 
word of consultation with the Press Officer of the Deputies 
or any of the Board's leading officers. The Community 
was shocked. It seethed with. indignation, and looked for 
a strong riposte from its lay representatives. But none 
was forthcoming. Instead of demanding the resignation 
at all events of the T.A.C. Chairman, the Board’s negotia- 
tors sat down to bandy words and bargain with that 
gentleman, who, incidentally, remained impenitent and 
apparently convinced that the great fawx pas had been a 
fine stroke of work for the Community. And now the Com- 
munity is presented with this absurd agreement that was 
arrived at presumably in the childlike belief that harmony 
is assured and the Board’s authority has been vindicated. 

Let us look at the’ terms of this agreement. The first 
impression that the vigilant reader gets is that the Board 
and its subsidiary are negotiating like two equal and inde- 
pendegt parties. Control of publicity by the Board, it is 
suggested, should yield to control by a kind of joint pub- 
licity committee. The Board is not to make any publit 
statement by way of payment for the silence of the Council. 
This impression hardens to absolute certainty in the astound- 
ing clause which lays it down that the constitution of the 
T.A.C, is not to be changed without the agreement both 
of the Board and the Council. One is inclined to wonder 
in what sort of fairyland, or bedlamite world, the Com- 
munity is living. Who ever heard of an Administrative 
Body which could not alter the constitution of one of 
its own Committees without that Committee’s consent? 
This is not safeguarding the Board’s authority but signing 
it away, and, in palpable fact, a first potential step on 
the road to disharmony and chaos. 

In these circumstances there must be plain speaking. 
The Deputies’ position has been challenged, and the 
challenge has been shirked by its spokesmen. If that essay 
in petty diplomacy is endorsed by the Board as a whole, 
then the Deputies’ prestige in the Community, never at any 
time unquestioned, will suffer a severe setback and the 
whole democratic: principle in the communal governance 


will be reduced to a tiresome farce. The Board’s feeble. 


surrender to its Committee will be an incentive to every 
ambitious and perhaps not too squeamish derider or enemy 
to go hunting for similar spoil. The confidence of the 
masses, to the extent to which it existed, will evaporate, 
for the Board having been confronted by a searching fest 
of its grip will be found to have recoiled and to be only 
“a lath painted to look like iron.” In a sentence, it will 
have met, if not its Waterloo, at the least its Munich! 
‘The Deputies have a great and momentous part to play, 
in the Community and beyond, when the war ends. They 
will not be able to do so with authority impaired and 
estes at vanishing point. For Jewry’s sake, therefore, 
is impossible to recommend them to approve the agree- 
ment with the-T.A.C., but rather, once for all, they must 


. be urged resolutely to assert themselves and their un- 


doubted rights by discharging the present Council and 
replacing it by another. There is no other way to safety 
and honour, It may be opposed by some of the existing 
office-holders. If so, the conflict need not be prolonged, 
and in any case it would be better to fight the matter out 
now, like men, than later on with weakened power. This 
is, further, we venture to submit, the only right line for 
the Deputies’ leaders to adopt. Thére is no reason to take 
umbrage at this or to “ resent on principle.” Everyone knows 
that the Deputies’ officers have only striven honourably 
to find peace with honour. If, in the opinion of the Board, 
the result is unsatisfactory, they will be doing only the 
statesmanlike thing by bowing to that judgment and 
trying another way, either through the process referred 
to above or through some alternative method that may 
suggest itself. By so acting they will receive the backing 
of the vast majority of the Community. 

One thing, at any rate, is certain. The Deputies must 
either govern or get out. To those crossroads of decision 
they must inevitably come, if not now, sooner or later. 


A GENTILE SPEAKS 


Tue brilliant plea for a Jewish Army, which the Rev. Dr. 
James Parkes contributes to our columns this week, deserves 
careful study thy all, perhaps especially by any doubters, 
because it rests not on emotion but on closely reasoned argu- 
ment. In particular it sets out, with convincing force, the 
central truth that this matter, being one which vitally concerns 
all Jews and every Jew, should be handled in the spirit of that 
truth. Hitler, Dr. Parkes points out, has attacked Jews as Jews. 
All Jews, therefore, wherever they may be, are involved in 
the conflict with him. It is perfectly reasonable, as he 
says, even for Jews in the British and American Armies to 
want fo see somewhere on the battlefront Jews fighting as 
Jews, with whom they may feel a solidarity and in whose 
exploits they may feel a pride. Again, those who are not 
fighting but just suffering are also entitled to know that fellow- 
Jews are wearing a badge which distinguishes them as Jews 
voluntarily while they themselves are doing so compulsorily. 
The final decision, Dr. Parkes points out, does not rest in 
Jewish hands. But many responsibilities do lie entirely with 
Jews, and “the greatest of these,” he urges, “is the framing 
of the proposal in terms which transcend all present Jewish 
divisions, and which embrace all shades of Jewish opinion.” 
This, he reminds us, is not a Zionist question, and it should 
be independent of the conflict between the nationalist and 
assimilationist. Until Jewry expresses the same unity as the 
‘British people have reached despite fundamental disagreements 
with important aspects of Government policy, the demand for 
a Jewish fighting force, he warns us, can always be rejected on 
the humiliating basis of Jewish opposition. Accordingly, the 
main task of present-day Jewish leadership ts to strive to 
achieve this unity. 


WHOSE FAULT? 


Our well-wishers in America readily accepted this view of 
the situation when they formed their Committee for a 
Jewish Army. To a considerable degree, all distinctions of 
religion and party were ignored. Large numbers of. Zionists 
joined enthusiastically with their assimilationist fellow-Jews 
and their many collaborators on the Jewish Army issue from 
among their Gentile neighbours in a cause which involved 
the bodies and the souls of Jewry throughout the world. 
Unhappily, a number of the official Zionists, having on their 
Own initiative pleaded for a Jewish fighting force with the Pales- 
tinian Jewish man-power principally in mind, adopted the unwise 
attitude that they and they alone had the right to work for any 
form of Jewish fighting force and proceeded to the pitiably 
absurd policy of treating as rivals and enemies any who should 
work for this aim outside the limited efforts by their own 
official machine. With tragic blindness they behaved as though 
they would rather see all Jewry ruined than that it should -be 
saved by any other agency than the World Zionist Organisa- 
tion in its various forms. The initial folly of attempting to 
tie up the Jewish Army question with Palestine has repeatedly 
been emphasised in these columns and has had painful con- 
firmation in recent utterances from high official quarters. Thus 
the action of these sadly misguided—or unguided—Zionists 
has contributed substantiaYy to the Jewish failure up to now “ to 
win acceptance as one of the peoples openly engaged in the 
conflict with Hitler.” 


THE CURSE OF PETTY MINDS 


Dr. PARKEsS’s description of this defeat as a “tragedy ” is 
indeed no overstatement of the fact. But even now it is not 
too late to retrieve the position, if only broad views are 
taken and some imagination could inspire Jewish counsels. 
Dr. Parkes’s warning—the warning of a true and tireless friend 
of the Jewish people—must, even at this hour, be taken to 
heart. If, he says, the Jewish Army project fails because it 
never had the, support of all sections of Jewry the fault will 
lie with Jewish leaders alone. But he adgls the no less pertinent 
warning that if a demand unanimously submitted is rejected 
it will lie wholly with the controllers of the United Nations— 
those nations now confronted in the hour of decision with a 
menacing need for more and yet more fighting men.” Where, 
one asks and asks again, can these be more hopefully sought 
than among a people seared in their very soul of souls by 
intolerable insults and in their bodies by unparalleled suffering 
received at the hands of the common enemy, and burning only to 
save themselves, their good name, and their honour. To attempt 
to discredit the proffered figures of Jewish man-power is no 


answer to the Anglo-American Committee’s plea for a’ Jewish . 


Army. These have been carefully compiled and cannot be 
brushed aside by those who, conscious of the unanswerable 
moral argument, take refuge in pompous evasion of this kind. 


JEWS AS THE FIRST HERRENVOLK 


THere is an observable tendency nowadays to describe 
the racialism of Hitler as really a Jewish doctrine, and, oddly 
enough, this seems to be creeping into Christian pulpit deliver- 
ances. It was most marked, perhaps, in a sermon preached 
some time back by the Rev. Dr. L. Hodgson, Canon of Christ 
Church and Regius Professor of Moral and Pastoral Theology 
in the University of Oxford. This sermon was recently repro- 
duced in the CamBripce Review. A full and detailed reply 
from an authoritative pen to this no-doubt innocently con- 
ceived but no less mischievous address should be sent to this 
publication with the minimum of delay. 

* Convinced that they were the chosen people,” declared the 
Canon, “ the Israclites had for long interpreted this vocation 
as commissioning them in the name of God to overpower and 
either exterminate or reduce to subjection all other peoples. 
Despite the protests of a long line of prophets through whom 
God was seeking to educate them out of this delusion, it per- 
sisted to the end: the ideal of a world order based on the 
dominance of a Herrenvolk is one of the genuinely Jewish 
contributions to political theory.” 


TRAVESTY OF THE TRUTH 


THERE_is, of course, no truth in this charge, so terribly grave 
in existing conditions. Against it need only be set the Jewish 
law of equality for the stranger and the inborn, or the fine 
and lofty principles enunciated by the Jewish sages in such 
sayings, e.g., as that the pious of all nations have their portion . 
in the world to come. The writer asserts that “ No one in his 
senses to-day would think of going back to the Herrenvolk 
outlook of the Israelites.’ The obvious retort is that the 
Israelites never conceived or practised it. They did, it is true, 
regard themselves as the “chosen people,” as many other 
peoples have done or still do. But they used the words in the 
sense that they had been the chosen medium for the proclamation’ 
of the Divine law. If Dr. Hodgson denies this he is challenging 
Sinai and laying the axe at the very roots of the creed that he 
expounds and presumably wishes to practise. Jews have never 
abused this high God-given privilege. Always they have 
sregarded it as a burden, though a joyful one. “Serve ve the 
Lord with rejoicing.” How this Minister of the Church could 
compare, as he impliedly does, the selection of Israel for 
service in which “all the nations of the earth were to be 
blessed,” with Hitler's world order of human domination and 
damnation, we leave it to his Christian conscience to explain. 


SOWING THE WHIRLWIND 


Ir such pernicious stuff, which is, in reality. the “ Protocols 
of Zion” writ small, had emanated from a person of lesser ° 
consequence it might have been dismissed as the kind of irre- 
sponsible stuff to which we have unhappily become accustomed. 
But coming from so exceptionally distinguished and scholarly a 
person, it cannot be lightly regarded, if only because it hu ppens to 
fit in with the purposes of Hitler himself. It has been one of 
the favourite tricks of the Nazis, indeed the starting 
point of all their apologias, to saddle their enemies with their 
own vile characteristics and purposes. In the case of this 
country, for instance, they are now busily foaming at the mouth 
about British cruelties.. When they first announced tie chain- 
ing of British war prisoners they justified it by Using, oF 
misusing, the Biblical injunction of “an eye for an eye and 
a tooth for a tooth.” They had a dual purpose in this devil's 
quoting of the scriptures—to vindicate themselves and incrimr 
nate the Jews. “The Jews made the war.” “Ihe Jews 
are the authorit¢ for the justice of the chaining infam).’ To 
this, Dr. Hodgson adds the further charge that the Jews are 
the inventors of the Herrenvolk nonsense. One can imagine 
the cunning way in which this allegation will be exploited by 
the Nazis for foreign propaganda—“ after all, this crime. if it 
is a crime, is only the result of a genuinely Jewish contribution 
to political theory. Why blame us for destroying its real 
authors instead of foolishly protecting them as you do?’ . 
There will come a day when the war is over, when all this 
will form a handy missile for Jew-baiters here and every 
where. Dr. Hodgson may then, perhaps, repent his error. We 
hope so. But it will not have made.the task of the peace 
makers any easier. 


GLASGOW’S ABERRATION 


Tue decision of the Glasgow Jewish Representative Council 
to shelve the proposed campaign on behalf of the Deputies’ 
Appeal will cause regret and no little surprise, especially since 
an earlier meeting had unanimously supported it. There may 
no doubt be a number of “underneath” and local causes, 
but from what appeared on the surface of the discussion two 
seem to have operated. One was a difference of opinion on 
a mere matter of machinery which need hardly have detained 
serious men of affairs for long, The other was a doubt about 
success Which, if it had been taken too seriously on other occa- 
sions, would have killed nearly all the appeals made in recerf 
or even distant years. It is hard to believe that, with a real will 
to do the work, these considerations would have been per 
mitted fatally to influence the issue, After all, the question 
which the Council had to decide is not one of parish pump 
proportions, It is, bluntly put, whether this Jewry of ours 38 
to commit suicide or to survive. The appeal is largely for 
funds to teach Judaism to the rising generation. If it were 
spurned, there would be no teaching and, therefore, no Jews. 
And this is not to take into account the deep if silent disgust 
which our Christian neighbours would feel for a Jewish Com- 
munity that is too negligent to provide for the religious educa- 
tion of its children—or. which, in other words, through criminal 
negligence is prepared to rear a generation of heathens. Glasgow 
Jewry has been active in the past in Jewish work. It has 4 
great name to preserve. It is profoundly to be hoped that tt 
will revert to its first thoughts on this most vital and urgent 
subject.

Sin,—In your report of a recent meeting in 
Glasgow to promote local membership of the World 
Jewish Congress, Mr. Fred Nettler, J.P., after an 
unexceptionable statement that “ British Jewry 
must make its voice heard in the post-war settlement 
of the Jewish question,” goes on at a later stage 
to say that “ the Board (of Deputies) was concerned 
with the affairs of Anglo-Jewry, whilst the task of 
the (World Jewish) Beason was to deal with 
questions affecting world Jewry." By many people 
Mr. Nettler will be taken as implying that the Board 
only deals with the purely internal matters of 
Anglo-Jewry and does not concern itself with 


_ questions affecting world Jewry. This is, of course, 


incorrect, but to remove any misconception it 
appears necessary to make it plain that Anglo-Jewry 
speaks and acts through the Board of Deputies in 
internal matters, and through the Joint Forcign 
Committee, with the approval of the Board. on 
matters affecting the Jews outside this country. 

The Joint Foreign. Committee has, since the 
earliest days of the war, had Jewish post-war 
problems and policy under its close and continuous 
attention, and the Board of Deputies will, through 
the Joint Foreign Committee, be ready faithfully to 
discharge its task of representing the views of British 
Jewry and submitting constructive proposals to 
solve the grave problems with which Jewry will be 
faced in the post-war world,

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LEEDS EDUCATION BOARD 
Reorganisation Plans 


The reconstructed Leeds Hebrew and Religious 
Education Board listened last weck to a stimulating 
address by Dr. Nathan Morris, Education Officer 
of the Jomt Emergency Committee, on the future 
of Jewish education in Leeds. The Rev. Isaac 
Cohen presided. 

In reply to a discussion on policy, Dr. Morris 
said that he expected the relationship betWeen the 
Board and the Joint Emergency Committee to be 
similar to that between the Government Board of 
Education and the local educational authority. The 
Board would be regarded as the responsible body 
dealing with all matters of Jewish education in 
Leeds. The salary of a local education ollicer would 
be paid by the Joint Emergency Committce, but 
until a suitable expericnced candidate was 
available, it would be necessary to appoint an 
organising secretary who would administer the 
policy of the Board and at the same time gain 
valuable educational experience, Dr. Morris paid a 
tribute to the Leeds Talmud Torah, where the direct 
ivrith B'Ivrith method had been used successfully. 

Ihe Rev. I. Cohen said the direct method in 
Jewish education must be taken to mean the direct 
approach to the children instead of cajoling the 


parents. Wherever suitable facilities were provided 
the response of the children was immediate. He had 
secured permission from the Cowper = Street 


Elementary School to withdraw more than 400 boys 
and girls during the Scripture period. Parents and 
children were eager to avail themselves of the 
opportunity, but the problem of accommodation 
had not yet been solved. 

Sandelson said that with the help of 
Dr. Morris, a scheme had now been agreed upon 
for the training of teachers in Leeds, which should

HISTORICAL SOCIETY IN 
JEOPARDY 


Community’s Apathy to Culture 


Dr. Cecil Roth's Presidential address at the 
Jewish Historical Society of England on “ The 
Beginnings of the Provincial Communities ” (Part 
11), at Woburn House on Sunday, should have been 
preceded by the annual meeting. But as there was 
not a quorum—only ten, including the President, 
being present at 3 o’cléck when the meeting was due 
to begin—-the annual meeting was held at the con- 
oe of the lecture, when the attendance had risen 
26. 

Dr. Roth described the symptom of the lack of 
a quorum as a depressmg one, There was clearly, 
he said, little interest in the work of the Society, and 
if there was no interest in the intellectual life of 
the community, the community was dead—it might 
take a little time to dic—and he considered that it 
was as deplorable a thing as had happened in his 
recent recollection, 

Their interest in the history of the Jews in Eng- 
land, said Dr. Roth, had hitherto been confined 
almost entirely to the capital, the history of the pro- 
Vincial communities having been almost entirely 
neglected. This was rather unfortunate, for 1 
seemed to him to be one of their functions to 
emphasise the fact that the Jewish community was 
really well rooted in this country, that they were 
not a community cmanating entirely from the East 
End of London, but that they had, after all, an 
antiquity going back for the best part of 300 years 
throughout England. 

In the first quarter of the 18th century, the Jewish 
pedilar came to be a fairly well-known and familiar 
figure, first in the Home Counties, and in the 
second quarter of the century farther afield, as far 
north as Yorkshire, and as far west as Cornwall. It 
seemed, he said, that by 1760 there were quite a 
number of communities established in the country. 

Dr. Roth gave a list of those places which had 
Jewish communities before the beginning of the 
reign of Queen Victoria, and said they would find 
that a number of communities which were most 
important to-day emher did not figure or barely 
figured in the list. The only communities which 
were, he thought, of some importance in the 18th 
century and were of some importance still, were 
those of Birmingam and Liverpool, Up to 1840 o1 
so the community of Manchester was as yet un- 
important and that of Leeds almost non-existent, 
while the community of Glasgow had barely come 
into being, although it had already managed to have 
a congregational split. 

Very few people realised, the speaker continued, 
that in Jersey was the first Anglo-Jewish com- 
munity which had been overrun by the enemy in 
this war. The foundation-stone was laid carly in 
May, 1843, in Grove Place. In 1847 the Jersey 
Jewish community had cleven full members and five 
additional seatholders representing 37 souls, 

The existence of a community in Gloucester, said 
Dr. Roth, had been until recently a surprise to him- 
sclf. But it seemed to have been quite flourishing 
at one time. 


The Annual Meeting 


The annual meeting was afterwards held, and Dr. 
Roth, as President, gave an account of the Society s 
past year’s activities. The Society had managed to 
keep in existence. But he would not say that it 
was in every way in a flourishing condition. In the 
vear 1940-41 they had lost 29 members through 
death. no fewer than ISl members by resignation, 
and 133 who were seriously in arrears and had 
retained the publications they had received. 

Ihe Society would not be able to continue to 
maintain a drain of such dimensions, Dr. Roth 
continued. and he appealed to them to do ther 
best to help in keeping alive what not only had 
become an institution in Anglo-Jewry, but was, in 
very truth, the last intellectual body of Tite-—sort 
left in the whole of Europe. 

Dr. Roth also appealed for collaboration in get- 
ling together again a decent library. 

They were entering upon their jubilee year—in 
June they would have completed 50 years of their 
establishment. He hoped that war conditions not- 
withstanding, it would be possible for them to have 
some sort of celebration to mark the occasion. 

The Hon. Officers and the Council were re-clected, with 
the addition to the Council of Mr Donald Cohen.

CAREERS ADVICE 


Young'men who had reached the age of 18 by 
October 22 are now, under a Royal Proclamation 
signed last weck, liable to be called up under the 
National Service Acts. Those who were 18 between 
July 1 and September 30, both dates inclusive, must 
register on November 7, announced Mr. Bevin, 
Minister of Labour and National Service, in the 
House of Commons. They will be medically 
examined later in the month and called up as 
required, and many may expect to join in December. 


Last week we dealt with the chances of becoming an 
officer in the W.R.N.S. This weck we deal with the A.T.S. 

Any auxiliary of the A.T.S. may apply to her Commanding 
Officer to be considered for a commission after a period of 
twe to three ‘months in the ranks. If the Commanding 
Officer, and finally the Cadet Board, consider her suitable, 
she is posted to an O.C.T.U. The O.C.T.U. is an cight 
weeks’ course. It includes lectures on Army Organisation, 
such as Pay and Allowances, Regimental Accounts, Gas, 
Discipline, Military Law. Accommodation, Messing, and 
Ordnance. All aspects of welfare are also covered, first 
aid, simple nursing, management of women, psychology, 
how to handle new recruits, and the art of drawing out a 
shy or lonely girl. and so on. There is no final cxamination, 
but the cadets do several tests during their training. Cadets 
who are not suitable return to their units. There 
is no disgrace in this. Often an auxiliary needs more cxperti- 
ence in the ranks, and is recommended to return to the 
O.C.T.U. in a few months’ time.

[* to-morrow’s Sidra we read the story of 
Abraham and his journeys. He lived in several 

places in the lands of the south, and after the 
birth of Isaac he made that famous journey to 
Mount Moriah to sacrifice his much beloved son. 
And how did he move from place to place? By 
riding on a donkey, and legend says that it was the 
very same donkey that carried Moses back to Egypt! 
Afterwards it is also related, Samson won his 
first victory over the Philistines by means of the 
jawbone of this ass—it had been preserved by a 
miracle. 

The donkey is mentioned in the Bible long before 
the horse, and this journey of Abraham's when he 
“ rose up my and saddled his ass’ is the first 
reference to riding on an animal. 

Even nowadays, the best type of donkey is brought 
from Eastern countries and I can assure you he is 
not as silly as we are led to believe. He is really 
a sensible animal. He played a great part, being 
useful as a beast of burden and also as a 
mount for battle, because he was always reliable 
and much surer of foot than the horse in sandy 
districts. In the chapters of the Book of Chronicles 
which relate how the tribe of Ephraim helped the 
people of Judah, who had been captured, we read 
that they fed and clothed them and carried all 
the sick and feeble upon asses back to Jericho. The 
ass was also used for pulling the plough and he 
could turn the mills. 

, ass obviously was an animal much cherished, 
according to the mention at the time of the Egyptian 
famine. Joseph was quite willing to accept asses 
in exchange for the corn when the money of the 
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country had been used up. The white ass was a 
prominent feature in shows and processions, bein 
ridden by the highest people of the land. Up till 
recent times, the Pasha of Jerusalem always rode a 
white ass within the walls of the city in his official 
capacity. 

Another sign of how worthy the ass was con- 

sidered is seen in the fact that it is the only animal 
specially mentioned in the story of the redemption 
of the first-born, after the last plague in Egypt, 
the other animals being classed all together. 
_ It was an important part that the ass played in 
introducing our first King of Israel, Saul. For if 
the asses of his father had not strayed away, Saul 
Ne a not have gone to the prophet Samuel for 
advice. 

Here is a story which deals with the wiliness of an 
ass. 

King Solomon had many visitors to his court, who 
came from long distances to pay him homage. 
Whenever a guest was leaving, the King loved to 
give him a parting gift. Once a guest refused the 
present but persuaded the King to teach him the 
language of the birds and animals instead.

M.O.F.’s “ ADVISER ON KASHER 


FOOD ” 
From Mr, M. A, RETTER (Secretary, 


Union of Orthodox Hebrew Congregations) 
To the Editor of THe Jewish CHronicie 


Sm,—The Executive of the Union of Orthodox Hebrew 
Congregations reports that it has been necessary to clarify 
the position of the Adviser on Kasher Food, appointed 
recently by the Ministry of Food. 

Io the first place, assurances were sought from Sir Robert 
Waley Cohen on the question of eccicsiastical guidance on 
religious matters. No such assurances were offered, and in 
order to safeguard the religious position of Orthodox Jewry, 
the Union had no alternative but to approach the Ministry 
concerned. Excerpts of the correspondence that has passed 
are given hereunder: 

We wrote: “We appreciate the considcration which your 
Ministry has given to the needs of the Orthodox Jewish 
public and to the kasher food products which they require. 
However, the appointment of an Adviser on Jewish Kasher 
Food probiems is causing some considerable misgivings. 
Apart from the provinces, there are in London alone over 
100 congregations dissociated from the Synagogal organisa- 
tion, of which Sir Robert Waley Cohen is the lay head. 
We feel sure that the Ministry desires to protect, as far as 
possible, all rcligious scruples, and we, therefore. trust that 
the activitic@arof a lay adviser will be limited to other than 
ritual matters. It woukd considerably allay misgivings on 
this question if the Ministry of Food could state that, in all 
feligious matters affecting Jewish food, the advice of Jewish 
ecclesiastical authorities will be sough.”’ 

The Ministry replied: *“* Lord Woolton has asked me to 
reply to your letter about the functions of Sir Robert Walcy 
Cohen as Adviser to the Minister on Jewish food problems 
We have consulted Sir Robert Walcy Cohen, and I am 
authorised to assure you that in giving his advice he wil! not 
hesitate to consult the competent ccclesiastical authoritics 
whenever necessary.” 

My Executive has replicd, thanking Lord Woolton for this 
further evidence of his sympathetic understanding of the 
religious necds of Anglo-Jewry, and hoping that he will 
appreciate the difficulty of placing upon Sir Robert individu- 
ally the sole responsibility of deciding when and with whom 
such consultation shall take ph

GUARDIANS SPONSOR SOCIAL 
SERVICE LECTURES 


Miss Hilda M. Schlesinger presided last week 
over a meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians 
at the Board's offices in Middlesex Street, E.1. She 
reported that Mrs. Maurice M. Keyser had been 
elected the Board's representative on the Hostels 
Committee and that the Finance Committee had 
co-opted Sir Herbert B. Cohen, O.B.E., and Mr. 
Percy Rossdale. 

The course of lectures on the social services, she 
said, which had been initiated by the Board, were 
very successful and very well attended. TRey had 
had four lectures so far—by Miss Ruth Chamber: 
(of the London School of Economics), the avcrare 
attendance being about 60. When these lectures 
come to an end, there would be six additional 
lectures by diflerent experts as follows: 

Camain R. L. Reiss on Housing. Maternity. and tnid 
Welfare" (November 9 and 16); Miss Keeling (of the 
National Council of Social Service) on “ The Nations! 
Council of Social Service and Citizens’ Advice Bureaux 
(November 23); Mr. H. E. Norman (Secretary, Probation 
Officers’ Association) on The Probation Service (Novem- 
ber 30). Mr. Stuart King (Officer of the Assistance Board) 
on “The Assistance Board (Decentber 7); and Miss 
Ramsay (Principal. Stepney Women's Institutc) on “Adult 
Education and Evening Institutes "* (December 14) It was 
proposed to have three additional lectures to cover Jewish 
social services 

Mr. Maurice M. Keyser, O.B.E. (Hon. Secretary), 
said that quite a number of students from Jews’ 
College attended these lectures. 

Miss Schlesinger reported that on the occasion of 
their Silver Wedding, Mr. and Mrs. H. Richenberg 
had given £50 towards the cost of convalescence 
of patients at the Board’s home at Woking (trans- 
ferred temporarily from Hove). 

The convalescent home, said the Chairman, was 
working very smoothly, but the arrangements were 
such that they could only accommodate women, and 
now they had no accommodation for boys over 
eleven and men. She was sorry that it could not 
be done, but they had tried to make other arrange- 
ments for them with other convalescent homes and, 
if necessary, in special casgs, to send them to the 
Friendly Societies’ convalescent home.

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


GOD’S JUSTICE 


“Shall not the Judge of all the earth do 
right?” 


E flaming challenge that Abraham hurled at 
Heaven, demanding that the Judge of the 
universe do justice even by sinners, marked the 
birth of a new creed destined to set the world 
spiritually aglow. The Religion of Justice, inter- 
ed as love and compassion, came into being: 
Pidaism was nascent. That the people that espoused 
the cause of Justice as faith, and gave it forth to the 
world as the basic ethic of human relationship, 
should have been vouchsafed the least measure of 
wetice in history 1s an ironic fact that needs no 
stressing to-day. But the Abrahamic challenge 
has assumed new proportions, The epoch-making 
question that in the white heat of its initial righteous 
indignation created a new faith, now threatens to 
destroy all] faith. From every part of tne inhabited 
rises the agonised query: Where is God? 
ll is Heaven's justice? Or is the world but the 
chance, ill-starred product of a blind mechanism 
that ncither sees, hears, nor feels? Or—dare we 
contemplate the fell possibility ?—is it that in truth 
we have been no better than Sodom and Gomorrah 
—even we of the democracies—and, like the 
jniquitous Cities of the Plain, we too merit the 
doom of annihilation at the hands, if not of angels, 
then of demons of destruction? 

Before attempting to answer these soul-searching 
questions, let us dwell for a moment on that much- 
abused concept justice. We are fighting, it is said, 
for justice. What ts it? We are certainly fighting 
against injustice, What is the crux, the focal! point 
of its dark philosophy? 

For all time the people of Sodom must remain 
the symbol! of iniquity, the incarnation of the spirit 
of unrighteousness. Consider well their sin: they 
hated the stranger; above all was their inflexible 
hostility directed against the poverty-stricken alien. 
At the entrance to the city, the Rabbis tell us, stood 
a“ Procrustes’ bed.” They that were too big were 
hacked to the right measure; they that were too 
short were “ stretched ” to the required standard. 
If perchance a stranger succeeded in smuggling 
himself into the city, then he was cither robbed or 
siarved to death. For secretly helping a hungry 
sojourner, Paltith, the daughter of Lot, was thrown 
to the bees, to be stung to death for her sweet deed. 


ERILY, Sodom and Gomorrah, and their three 
Saiciiite cities, were cxceedingly wicked, But 
in justice to these evil-doers of antiquity, can we on 
our conscience say that their policy and practice 
were so uilerly diflerent from our modern, so-called 
democratic, civilised way of life? Is not all our 
talk about Assimilability—oh, monstrous thought 
wedded to cacophonous sound!—but the old 
“ Procrustes’ bed” in new, genteel vencer? Of 
course, outside Nazidom no one would dream of 
mutilating bodies on the rack. But is it consonant 
with the true ideals of justice and freedom to muti- 
late souls, to reduce the spirit of man to standard 
size? Who, forsooth, has the right to declare his 
own spiritual and cultural heritage to be the mode! 
and -criterion. for all others to conform to? If 
God Almighty is well content with the multitudinous 
Varicty of creation, shall we demur? 

Nor is assimilation the only point of comparison. 
In some respects our age has even witnessed an 
extension of the Sodom principle. Harbour has 
been refused to “ coffin ships,” and refuge to their 
human cargoes, Fugitives flecing from diabolical 
Persecution have been denied asylum in their historic 


homeland. Jews in Palestine are debarred from 
rchasing land in nine-tenths of their National 
ome. Let us not be too hard on the inhabitants 


of Sodom and Gomorrah. They were rather crude 
im their methods and ostentatious in their cruelty 
methods have changed but the old spirit lingers. 
Ancient Sodom was undoubiedly hearticss to the 
Poor, And we?—the poor are still with us—sull 
poor—ill-clad, hungry, living in noimsome slums 
that besmirch the name of civilisation Philan- 
thropic palliatives to relieve poverty are not frowned 
at, though ofttimes stigmatised as “ spoiling ” the 
wer classes. But radical remedies continue to be 
hotly resisted, denounced as sheer Bolshevism. The 
om bees can still sting! 


ND for us heirs of the Patriarchal faith there is 
also an object lesson. Whatever the faults of 
the citizens of the Plain, it must be admitted in 
favour that they had at least one virtuc—sell- 
respect. They did not contemn themselves. So 
too the Nazi in our times believes in himself 
imtenscly. Such faith is a primary law of existence. 
But can we, the upholders of the noble Abrahamic 
tradition, the polaric. spiritual opposite of the 
Unholy Sodomite way of life, conscientiously 
declare that we have been as loyal to our Divine 
Ideals as ancient Sodom or modern Nazidom to their 
lanic dogmas? Every “ Chillul Hashem,” moral 
Or religious, every desecration, be it of the Jewish 
mic Or Jewish sanctities of faith and custom, is a 
dishonour both to the banner of Judaism and to that 
€ssential Jewish dignity without which we cannot 
to survive. in thus betraying ourselves we 
pis the game of Hitlerism, we stoop lower than 
om 


To-day an Allied victory is assured by the logic 
of events as well as our innate faith in the ultimate 
triumph of justice. But the mere defeat of the Axis 

des is not sufficient. We must see to it that it 

a victory for justice—justice that will eliminate 

© shame of poverty from the world, justice that 
Will secure fo: every human being a home and a 

cland—as of right; justice that will preserve 
Of every people and every minority integrity of 
Conscience, spirit, and culture, with honour and 
' ity. Only such a world will for ever remove 
fom itself the menace of Sodom's fate. Such a 
World will have no need to ask: “ Shall not the 
ge of all the earth do right? "’ For human life 
will send the answer ringing joyously from every 
BOOk and cranny of the earth, God's justice?— 
Behold it is here with us. We are His children, 
€cting the image of His Divine Spirit.

KEREN HATORAH ACTIVITIES 

A report on the progress made by the Keren 
Hatorah Committee's Teachers’ Training Seminary 
in Manchester was given by Mr. G. Heilpern at a 
meeting of the Executive of the Keren Hatorah 
Committee, which was presided over by Dayan 
Abramski. Mr. Heilpern expressed the Manchester 
Committee's thanks to the Keren Hatorah Com- 
mittee which, in co-operation with the National 
Council for Jewish Religious Education and the 
Lnion of Orthodox Hebrew Congregations, was 
providing the larger part of the funds. The second 
term had just commenced and a limited number of 
applicants could still be accepted. 

The Secretary reported on the progress of the 
Keren Hatorah classes. An application by the Beth 
Jacob Committee was considered, and grants to 
enable them to extend their net of kindergartens 
and girls’ classes was decided upon. A report on 
the Manchester Beth Jacob was presented by Dr. 
M. Rottenberg, and grants for the Manchester 
institutions were authorised. 


CHIEF RABBIS RELIGIOUS 
EMERGENCY COUNCIL 


The Executive of the Chief Rabbi's Religious 
Emergency Council reports that on the representa- 
tions of the Council a further number of exit 
permits have been granted by the Russian authori- 
ties to refugee Rabbis in the U.S.S.R. to proceed to 
Palestine. The Chief Rabbi, accompanied by Rabbi 
Dr. Schonfeld, interviewed Lord Cranborne with 
regard to the possibility of the emigration of some 
exiled Rabbis and scholars from Europe to a 
British colony. The matter is receiving consideration. 

At the request of Government departments (con- 
tinues the Executive’s report), the Council has 
undertaken to act as sole importer of Etrogim and 
Lulavim. In order to economise with shipping 
space, all private imports will be discontinued. 

In addition to the American Chapter of the Chief 
Rabbi's Religious Emergency Council, a Canadian 
Chapter has been formed, with offices in Toronto. 
The Committee is caring for interned young men 
released on the Council's representations to attend 
Canadian Yeshivot. 

A number of interned refugees have recently 
returned from Australia on the sponsorship of the 
Council, and are being helped to return to their 
normal occupations. The Rev. M. Jaffe pays 
periodic visits to the camps on the Isle of Man on 
behalf of the Council. 

The kasher food service for observant Jews and 
Jewesses in the Forces is meeting with a growing 
demand, and special facilities have been granted by 
the War Office and Ministry of Food to enable 
proper supplies to be sent regularly. 

The Needy Clergy Fund under the auspices of 
the Council is maintaining its regular grants. 


M. Maisxy and Sir Edwin Lutyens will open’ a 
two-week exhibition’ at the Wallace Collection, Hert- 
ford House, W.1, on November 8, designed to give 
a picture of the life of the Soviet people from 1917 
onwards. There will be displays of Soviet books, 
costumes, handicraft, etc. and sections devoted 
to the war effort of our Russian alhes. There will 
also be daily film shows, music recitals, and lectures, 
and among those giving their services are Miss 
Harriet Cohen, O.B.E., and Professor H. Levy.

His funeral on November 2, 
1842. must have been an impressive sight, and 
there was scarcely a Jew of any standing in the 
country who did not attend, even invalids being 
conveyed in their coaches to the Synagogue. It is 
also related that “ the bells-of every church which 
the cortége passed were tolled,” and a Christian 
clergyman, the Rev. Henry Hawkes, actually 
delivered a funeral sermon at Portsmouth on the 
text," Know ye not that a great man has fallen 
this day in Israel? (11 Samuel, i, 38). 


WHAT SAY THE MINISTERS? 


Writing to me this week, a young and able Rabbi 
touches on, among other things, two topics in last 
week's issue of this paper: Mr. Basil Henriques's 
lecture on “ Progressive Judaism,” and the pro- 
posal mentioned at the United Synagogue Council 
meeting for a United Synagogue for Great Britain. 
“ [ can't help feeling,’ he writes, “ that it is alarm- 
ing that a call (no matter how wild) is heard from 
‘ progressive Jews,’ while * orthodox Jews "—by that 
I mean the Rabbis and Ministers of England—have 
not met since 1938. A United Synagogue for the 
whole of Britain is being proposed and the clergy 
who will be most affected by it haven't even met 
to discuss it. This would be the least of the Rabbini- 
cal omissions: not a word of constructive talk about 
the future of Jewish life is being uttered by the 
clergy (as an organised body, of course).” 


THAT CENSORSHIP 


Tue New Paesrine, the organ of the Zionist 
Organisation of America, prints the following in 
its issue of October 9: 

*“ Word received in Washington this week indicates that 
the majority of the numbers of Tur New Palestine issued 
during the past year were stopped by the British ccnsors in 
Palestine and destroyed Ihe numbers contained various 
articles and cditorials on the Struma. on the Jewish Army, 
and on other political matters dealing with Palestine. The 
censor’s report declared only that the copies contained 
‘matter not considered suitable for publication in Palestine.’ 
Each issue ‘is considered on its merits, and there is no 
gencral ban on the publication.” The news clears up the 
mystery of missing copies of THe New Pacesrine, which 
private and official agencies in Palestine have complained 
they consistently failed to receive. The issue of February 6, 
1942, contained an editorial bitterly criticising Palestinc’s 
censors for their suppression of news. Doubtless that issuc, 
too, was barred.” 

It may be pertinent to point out that THe Jewish 
Curonicre has also received letters from Palestine 
complaining that subscribers have failed to receive 
a large number of copies of this paper. Can it be 
that the Censors have destroyed “ J.C.s ” as well? 


NOTHING IMPOSSIBLE

the keenness to join the Army shown in Palestine. 
A father and son, it is related, presented themselves 
at a recruiting office at Jerusalem. The father was 
well over military age and the son too young to be 
enlisted, but the son said he was 25 and the father 
gave his age as 35, “ But that is impossible,” the 
recruiting sergeant protested. “ Nothing is impos- 
sible if the war is to be won,” the father replied.

Nu . y the Art of 
Nursing Mothercraft 


HE appeal of Miss Florence Horsbrugh, M.P., 

Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of 

Health, for young girls to come forward to train 
aS nursery nurses coincided with a letter to this 
paper recently from Mrs. Alice Model, asking for 
the support of the Jewish Community for the 
nursery which now bears her name. 

Miss Horsbrugh explained that the work of a 
nursery nurse is as much war work as any now open 
to girls— Every girl under 18 who trained as a 
nurse released several women-—probably already 


factory trained—to work on munitions,” she 
declared. Her address was given at a conference 


of the National Society of Children’s Nurseries. 
She was often asked, she continued, if there would 
be nurseries after the war, and, if not, what the 
future of the young nurses who had trained in the 
1,000 nurseries now” open was likely to be. She 
replied that there would always be babies and they 
would always need to be looked after, and that the 
more people who were trained to look after them 
the better it would be for the next generation. 

In point of fact, the position of the children’s 
nursery under proper State control is one of major 
importance in the problem of education upon 
which so many people are now engaged. For upon 
the earliest training of the young child depends to 
an immense degree his ability to protit subse- 
quently from any educational facilities offered, 


A Very Good Thing 


Compulsory attendance at nursery schools of 
babies and infants from families which are either 
unable or unwilling to provide nursery 
inside the home would probably be a very good 
thing. Every littl boy and girl born into this 
world alive, it is true, should be strongly protected 
from being made “ cither a little Liberal or a little 
Conservative.” Miss Horsbrugh stressed the fact 
that the nursery school aimed at providing a good 
home rather than a little school for the children 
who attend it, and that there was to be neither drill- 
ing of nor experimenting with babies. But in the 
nursery school, as in the home nursery presided 
over by the right person, the child. learns those 
priceless lessons of co-operation, self-control, and 
the acquisition of good social habits which must be 
taught, if they are to be effective, from the cradle. 

These attributes, it is obvious, should be possessed 
by all children irrespective of the financial position 
of their parents. It is far more important to ensure 
equality af infant training for all than to attempt 
a kind of regimented system of higher education.

earliest years the lessons which would enable it to 
take its rightful place as citizen and law-abiding 
member of society. « 

There is another important aspect of the nursery 
school and its usefulness in the society of to- 
morrow. It is that it accepts the fact, patent to so 
many women, that the training and care of children 
is a specific vocation, for which by no means every 
woman is suited, any more than every man is cut 
out to be a schoolmaster. The sentimental idea 
that every woman is ipso facto a born mother in 
anything more than the functional sense of the word 
has been exploded, nor can we afford to allow the 
so-called “* maternal instincts "’ to be a substitute 
for a correctly devised training of those who have 
the responsibility of rearing the future generations. 
A fast-disappearing privilege of the few has always 
given the lic to the theory that. the Mother was 
necessarily the best person to bring up her child 
the employment of nurses, i.e., professional child- 
rearers, for the task, followed by governesscs and 
boarding-schools. 

It has sometimes been complained that in the 
building up of the Jewish National Home in 
Palestine the Jewish architects of the Yishuv were 
overzealous and extravagant in their organisation 
of communal life. Certainly in the settlements of 
Palestine a system of day nurseries and kinder- 
gartens has for many years existed, as advanced as 
that now being adopted in this country in the fourth 
year of the war. But that ts scarely a thing for 
which Jewish women have to apologise. Rather 
should the Jewish Community here take inspiration 
from those achicvements and respond to Mr, 
Model's appeal. 

A great number of Jewish young women should 
come forward to train now in the day nurseries 
that are being opened for the vital work of child 
welfare. Before the war it was often difficult for 
specifically, Jewish children’s homes like the High- 
bury Home to obtain Jewish recruits. Thats a

A STRONG BALANCE-SHEET 


In spite of the misfortunes which have overtaken us as a 
result of encmy action in the bar East, where the Company's 
interests are both large and widespread, the balance-shcet 
now presented is a strong onc After making provision tor 
what the Directors believe to be the maximum losses which 
might be sustaincd—in taking this prudent course it must not 
be implied that we fear that losses of this magnitude will, 
im fact, be sulicred when everything is cleared up after the 
war is over--we still have free reserves and undistributed 
profits tin excess of £500,000. Naturally. stockholders would 
be glad to know how the Company's carning power has 
been affected, but it is impossible for us to express this in 
figures A material part of our carning capacity is in a 
State of suspended animation, but the ramifications of the 
business and of its subsidiary and associated companics are 
much wider spread than is ecnerally assumed 

The year under review has been a memorable one for the 
tea industry, and changes have taken place which a few 
years ago none of us could have visualised The Food 
Controller has now made arrangements to purchase the 
entire crops of Indian and Ceylon tea with the exception 
of a stipulated amount for local consumption. and will allo- 
cate to Allied and neutral countries Quantitics pro rata to 
their former importations. It is a relief to know that this war 
measure 18 not going to climinate the export houses in 
Calcutta and Colombo. 

As for the rubber industry. the whole picture was changed 
by the Japanese attack on Pearl Harbour. succeeded by 
the invasion of Malaya and then of the Netherlands 
East Indics During the past 0 years we have seen the 
yearly production of rubber raised from 100.000 tons in 
i912 to over It million tons in 1941, and it is fair to say 
that producers have rendered this service for very modest 
remuneration 

It is fortunate that the Government Departments, .particu- 
larly m the U.S.A., responsible for ensuring adequate 
supplies of strategic raw matcriais had taken stcps to build 
up stocks on Government account Suggestions have been 
ircely made that the military debacle in Malaya is somehow 
inked up with unsatisfactory administration of that terri- 
tory since it came under British protection. General Smuts 
scotched them most effectively in his wonderful address to 
Parliament. British influence and capital have been em- 
Ployed their beneficenty under an “open door™ and 
“ free-trade *' policy. and after a taste of Japanese domina- 
tion I shall be surprised indeed if the native populations do 
not welcome us back with open arms when the dav of 
deliverance comes. The same is equally true of our Dutch 
friends in respect of the Netherlands East Indics. 


SYNTHETIC OR NATURAL RUBBER 


In the meantime, the United States Government have 
sponsored a programme for the large-scale production of 
synthetic substitutes. Civilian consumption has been drastic- 
ally cut, and there is marked expansiun in the reclaiming of 
useable rubber from discarded tyres and other waste 
material. When the war is over the industry will be faced 
with serious problems arising out of ercatly expanded 
capacity for producing rubber of all kinds, and it is good 
to know that so high an authority as Mr. Henry Wallace. 
Vice-President of the United States of America, has been 
giving his mind to this subject. He anticipates that it 
would require a substantial tariff to protect synthetic rubber 
and visualises that the vast bulk of rubber should come, after 
the war, from the really cheap sources, Latin-America and 
the Far East. He says: “* A tariff wall to protect the infant 
synthetic rubber industry in this country (U.S.A.) would not 
only force consumers to pay higher costs. but would be a 
oo cre blow to other countries and their faith in our friend- 
ship 

There speaks the spirit underlying the Atlantic Charter. 
Government controls of one sort or another. which war con- 
ditions render necessary, may in certain directions have to 
be continued for some time after the war is over. woe 
betide us if these are allowed gradually to destroy the spirit 
of initiative in the individual from which all real progress 
has sprung.

The annual general mecting of the Jerusalem 
Electric and Public Service Corporation, Ltd., was 
held at Winchester House, E.C.. on October 28, 
when the Chairman, Mr. William Shearer, said that

lighting restrictions, and the uncertainty due to

Mr. Shearer stated that in September, 1941, an 
income tax was introduced in Palestine, but 
Dominion income tax relicf to the full amount of 
the Palestifiian tax paid had been allowed. by the 
United Kingdom Revenue authorities, and, accord- 
ingly, the appropyiate relief is being passed on to 
members. 


DIVIDEND OF 5 PER CENT 


The available balance on profit and loss account, 
after bringing in £P.9,386 from the previous year 
was £P.76.653. Preference dividend and appropria- 
tions, including £P.21,005 for taxation, £P.5,477 
for capital amortisation, £P.21,500 to plant renewal 
and depreciation account, and a further allocation 
of £P.4,000 to the war contingency account, absorb 
£P.60.351, leaving a balance of £EP.16.501. The 
dividend of 5 per cent on the ordinary share capital 
requires, less income tax, £P.6,539, leaving to be 
carried forward to the next year’s account £P.9,762. 

In closing his remarks, Mr. Shearer expressed, on 
behalf of the Boa:id and on behalf of the members, 


sincere appreciation of the strenuous efforts and, 


loyal services during the year of the manager in 
Jerusalem, Mr. W. Campbell Brown, and the staff 
and employees there. Thanks were also tendered to

DERBY AND MIDLAND 
MILLS (1935) LTD. 


The seventh ordinary general meeting of the 
members of Derby and Midland Mills (1935), Ltd., 
was held at the Midland Hotel, Derby, on Monday, 
October ]9, at 3 p.m. 

Mr. S. N. Prevezer presided, and said: 

Ladies and genilemen, the report and accounts, 
having been circulated and in the hands of members 
for the statutory period, I propose, with your 
approval, to take same as read. 

Referring to the balance-sheet, it will be seen 
that there is very little change in the figure of fixed 
assets as compared with the previous year, while 
liquid assets are £11,635 higher. Loans on mort- 
gages have increased by £4,700. This additional 
advance is fully secured on freehold land and 
buildings. You are no doubt interested in the 
figure of £10,508 under the heading of “ Invest- 
ments,”’ which appears in our balance-sheet for the 
first time. Owing to Government legislation restrict- 
ing expansion in our businesses, your Directors 
were of the opinion that surplus cash funds tn hand 
could not be employed in the usual course of 
trading, and it was, therefore, decided to invest part 
of this surplus in frechold land and buildings. 

Dealing with the liabilities side of the balance-sheet, 
sundry creditors have increased by approximatcly £7,000. 
This is due to an overpayment on Government contracts, 
which will have to be refunded. 

Il am pleased to be able to report that the subsidiary com- 
pany has again carned satisfactory profits during the year 
under review, but, unfortunately, 
profit standard. and. therefore, the greater part of its revenue 
is absorbed by Excess Profits lax. 

Turning to the profit and loss account. it will be observed 
that. after providing £4,000 for depreciation——thus bringing 
the reserve to £33,000-—and after allowing for taxation and 
all liabilities, the balance of profit is £16,711, as compared 
with £15.901 for the previous year. Deducting from this 
profit the dividends alrcady paid, and the final ordimary 
dividend of 5 per cent which I shall presently ask you to 
declare. and adding the balance from the previous year, the 
carry-forward to next year is £16,208, as against £14,871 
brought in. I feel.sure you will agree that the profit for the 
year and the gencral position as shown by the balance-shect 
cart be considered very satisfactory, bearing in mind the con- 
tinued tightening up of restrictions and consequent limitation 
of production and sales brought about by the various 
Government controls which have operated throughout the 
whole of the textile industry. 

In regard to the future, | am able to say that satisfactory 
profs have been carned in the first quarter of the current 
year, but you will remember that at our last mecting I then 
informed you that it was evident that concentration would 
doubtless be effected in our branch of the trade. Well, this 
has now come about, and it has been found necessary to 
enter into various concentration arrangements. Tf cannot 
now give you any further information as to what effect this 
will have on the current year’s workings. I will, however, 
add that in the opinion of your Directors the final fesulis 
for 1942 should compare favourably with previous years, 
and, while we are all aware of the burden of the Excess 
Profits Tax, payments of this nature are in cffect a provision 
against a possible bad year. 

Before closing, I wish to express my thanks to the Manag- 
ing Director, staff, and all employees of the Company . for 
their efforts during the past year. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted, and 
the dividends recommended declared. 

The proceedings terminated with a hearty vote of thanks 
to Mr. S. N. Prevezer, who had again managed to aticnd 
and take the chair at the meeting.
